Americans are eating more dairy products. 
Last year the 
average citizen consumed more butter, cheese and milk than ever 
t off re. 
The consumption is not yet really notable, compared with 
that of va ii nos other countries, Holland and Scandinavia, for < x- 
ample, hut the tendency is important. 
We ate per capita 17 1-4 
ponds et butter, 4.2 pounds of cheese and l l pounds ct condensed 
and evaporated milk. 
Against this may be set tin1 meat consumo 
Hon. which was 167 pounds per capita in 1922 and, though slowly 
dec re aging, ct uld not have been much less last year. 
The big gain in dairy products is in tin production and con­ 
sumption of fresh milk. 
In this, hygiene and prohibition work 
together. 
It is a common thing now to si o men who used to drink 
beer with their noon lunch drink a bottle of milk instead. 
The use 
of milk in the home is greatly increased.

Chicago.—"Not guilty,’’ the verdict 
read and William Darling Shepherd 
bowed his head, crossed his bunds aud 
prayed. 
It was the end of a murder trial 
such as had never before taken place 
In Cook county or In Illinois. 
The 
verdict, In effect, said Shepherd did 
not inoculate William McCUntock with 
typhoid germs so as to cause the 
death by which Shepherd Inherited 
$1,000,000. 
Tile Jury was out for five hours. On 
the first ballot the Jury was seven for 
acquittal and five for guilty. Six bal­ 
lots were taken In a ll; one Juror held 
out until the last ballot for a verdict 
of 14 years’ imprisonment. 
The verdict ends all possibility of 
further criminal proceedings against 
Shepherd. 
It enables him to go with 
cleau banda Into a contest which has 
been started on the McCUntock will by 
nine cousins of the dead youth. 
It 
gives Shepherd the presumptive own­ 
ership of the McCUntock estate subject 
only to a possible breaking of the will. 
Shepherd, of course, won his Imme­ 
diate release from the county Jail, 
where he had 
been confined since 
March 18. 
The verdict was the end of a six 
montits’ period of being tinder a cloud 
fo r S h ep h erd . M cC U ntock died Decem­ 
ber 4 after a ten day Illness of typhoid 
fever. From then on there were de 
velopments unfavorable to Shepherd 
Chief Justice Hurry Olson of the 
Municipal court undertook to make 
an Investigation. Mr. and Mrs. Shep­ 
herd had departed for New Mexico 
after the funeral and after the will had 
been filed ’for probate, Judge Crewe 
asked and obtained an order to ex­ 
hume the body of McCUntock. 
The coroner's physicians found Billy 
had undoubtedly died of typhoid fever. 
Judge Olson said there were reasons to 
believe Shepherd had administered ty­ 
phoid germs to the youth.

fusing crossroads and absent or almost illegible signs. 
The ideal highway system, of course, includes good roads 
plus good roadmarkers.

They warn in time of curves and crossroads, they 
give th( name of every town and village along the route, and at in­ 
tersections th* y designate the several routes so clearly that no urn 


need go wrong. 
The lack of such signs in the many regions where old and in­ 
adequate methods still prevail cannot be blamed on expense, be­ 
cause such marking need not be costly. 
It requires chiefly an out­ 
lay of intelligence, public spirit and co-operation among the various 


groups interested.
